Moreouct in thoſe Inſtru= 
ents and Decds yiuen abroad there to Ger- 
manie by the other partic, theſe words in the 
third Article '( Declaring them enemies of the_, 
Empire andof our Allies ) were left our, as words 
char might giue juſt cauſe of offence to the 
Princes of Ks Empire, when they ſhould ſce 
ſuch a hard declaration extorred and wrung 
out of the Ewhſh. But inthe inſtruments lig- 
ncdin Eylad, thoſe words were cxprefly fcc 
downe,notwithſtanding the exception made 
againſt chem by the Kings Sonnein law.
